"STEALING A MINISTER "—We quote 


the closing sentences from an editorial, 
entitled "Stealing a Minister," in the 
Century for March. 


The church that calls a settled minis- 


ter is said to be guilty of an act precisely 
like that of the woman who hires your 
cook out of your kitchen. But if there is 
any wrong in this case, it is in the fict 
that your cook is ignorant and easily im- 
posed upon 
that the woman who has 


coaxed her away offers her no better 
place, and thus injures you without bene- 
fiting your servant. If the servant is 
able to judge for herself, and knows thnt 
she is improving her condition by the 
change, what right have you to stand in 
the way of her going, or" to complain of 
another for giving her what you with- 
held' This kind of outcry is never heard 
concerning any class of employes save 
those who are assumed to be unable to 
choose wisely for themselves. The cash- 
ier of a bank, the superintendent of a 
railroad, is called from one place to an- 
other, and nobody ever thinks of ques- 
tioning his right to go, or the right of 
another employer to offer him employ- 
ment. There seems to be no good reason 
why the minister should not be credited 
with as much judgment, and allowed as 
much liberty, as ii granted to a bank 
cashier or a railroad superintendent. 


There seems, then, to be no other 


method for a church to pursue, if it 
wishes to krep its minister, than that 
which every employer must pursue who 
wishes to retain a valued servant. The 
church must keep its part of the contract 
must see that its minister is not over- 
worked, must cooperate with him in all 
possible ways, must show him that his la- 
bors are appreciated and that his welfare 
is fairly considered. 
If, after the church 


has done all this, the minister goes away, 
common sense will bring the church to 
one or two conclusions 
it will either 


bow to the providential decree that has 
removed a faithful teacher, or it will 
thank God that it is rid of a tnfler.

WHY A JUDGE LEFT THE BESOH. 


The Memorial! of Chriitino Majolier 


A sop, recently publiriied, contained the 
following pathetic incident which hap- 
pened In the early childhood of the nar- 
rator, abont the year 18l!4.

was near Congenies, Department du Qard 
in the South of Prance : 


"When I was a very little girl, perhaps 


•ix or eight years of age, a circumstance 
occurcd in our neighborhood which great- 
ly influenced my after-judgment on the 
subject of the punishment of death for 
murder.

»ho had lived respectably, was accused 
of having poisoned his uncle and aunt, 
who l,vea at the Vigan.

My dear father went up to the 
cart, which was soon surrounded by the 
.nhabitants of the village. I went up 
closo to my father, who was ipeaking to 
*he poor man, ho lifted me up and sat 
me in the cart, so that I plainly saw him. 
He was lying on a mattress, almost life- 
less , wo were told that from the time ha 
had been sentenced he had refused to 
take food, and that he obstinately per- 
sisted in protesting 
his innocence, al- 


though no one seemed to doubt his guilt. 
My father offered him something to take, 
but he refused, and said he hoped to die 
before ho came to the place of execution 
and I suppose ho was cdeavoring to per. 
suade him to confess, and to show him 
the necessity of repentance, for he sud- 
denly roused, and raising his ncad, said, 
ns nearly as I can remember, 'I am inno- 
cent, and the God of the heavens will not 
let this crime go unpunished.' Thesa 
words hod evidently an effect on all that 
heard them, and there w»» a murmur of 
horror and sympathy in the crowd 
The 


Siendarmes, however, ordered the cart to 
be put in motion. 


"As I was taken off the cart I felt as 


though my heart would break. 
I begged 


of my father, whom I then thought most 
influential, to intercede for him , I cried 
out that he should not be killed, and I 
greatly wondered that the mayor of the 
village and many other persons there as- 
sembled, and particularly my father, who 
was so kind to everybody, should thus 
allow an innocent young man (I bcli.ive 
he was only about twenty-two) to be taken 
lo execution. 


"In a few d.iys wo heard that hi> hvl 


been beHcaded, but th.it he «as

dcid when taken to tin-plici- uf execu- 
tion, ind tlmt is l(,ii{; ns, |lc Clll,ij Spc.lk 
he Hindi-the same protest ition of inno- 
cence. The scene haunted mo for davs 
and I very oflcn wept over the fute of 
this poor victim of the law. Still, as 
every one thought he must be guilty, Ii jo 
many other sad events it was almost for- 
gotten, until the relative who had accused 
this young man, and had inherited the 
uncle's pioperty was brought to his death 
bed, eight or ten years after the melan- 
choly execution , and before he died ho 
confessed 
that he had committed the 


crime through the agencj of the persons 
whom he had brought forward as a wit- 
ness against the innocent sufferer. 


"I huve heard my father say that when 


the judge who had passed the sentence 
heard of this circumstance, he was so 
distressed that he retired from the bench, 
and that his hair turned suddenly white 
with sorrow. Whenever I think of the 
subject of the punishment by death, this 
instance of the fallibility of human judg- 
ment, by which the life of an innocent 
victim was sacrificed, comes ^Iso before 
me with vividness, and I can imagine 1 
see the almost lifeless young man Iving 
on his mattress, mastering his little re- 
maining strength to say 'I am inno- 
cent.1 " 


A life spent in doing good will have no 


regrets at the end, and though we may 
perhaps be afflicted, and our outward cir- 
cumstances not be such as we with, yet 
within our hearts we shall feel the sweet 
peace of God.—The Voice.

took an extra look of care and melancholy. 
He looked at it a moment and slowly ap- 
proached it and wearily sat down. 
It 


was an hour of exultation with us soldiers, 
we felt that the war had ended, and we 
knew that all over the North bells were 
pealing, cannon booming, and the people 
were delirious with joy over the prospect 
of peace. I expected the President to 
manifest some spirit of triumph as be sat 
in the seat so long occupied by the rebel 
Government; but his great head fell into 
his broad hands, and a sigh that seemed 
to come from tire soul of a nation escaped 
his lips and saddened every man present 
His mind seemed to be travelling back 
through the d irk years 01 the war, and he 
was counting the cost in the treasure, 
life and blood tli.u madu it possible for 
him to sit there. As he arose without a 
word and left the room slowly and sadly, 
tears involuntarily came to the eyes of 
every man present, and we soldiers real- 
ized that we had not done all the suffer- 
ing or made all the sacrifices."

C. E. gmith, Editor of the Philadel- 


phia Pees*, telegraphed yesterday the sit- 
uation on the Tariff bill to his paper, as 
follows *TheSenate has just passed the 
Tariff bill. This result has been evident 
for some dajs and the Caucus of this 
morning forecast a speedy .conclusion. 
There will now be a lull in the storm be- 
fore the fresh outburst at the other end 
of the Capitol. 
During this calm on the 


surface, the currents and counter-cur- 
rents of opinion and effect will surge be- 
neath "the depths. The bill cannot be 
reached and passed in the House without a 
two-thirds vote, and there will be a des- 
perate struggle on the one side to rally 
this force and on the other to send the 
bill to a Conference Committee or let it 
die. 


Now that the measure has gone through 


the Senate, and we stand face to face 
with concurrence in the House, the busi- 
ness interests of the country must answer 
for themselves whether they will remain 
passive. They will wake up to-morrow 
morning to the situation which confronts 
them, they will understand how this bill 
affects their present and their future, and 
they will make themselves heard one way 
or the other. A few days will develop 
an expression from the country which will 
do very much to determine the ultimate 
fate of the bill. To the great metal in- 
dustries it is unquestionably disastrous. 
But one voice comes from Pennsylvania 
and all communities of kindred interests, 
and that voice is now of earnest protest. 
It is for all men who want stability to tell 
Congress whether they are ready for a 
measure which tt ill carry distress in its 
dark trail. 


The hill is a business shock; it is apo- 


litical blunder; it is practically made by 
Democrats without the responsibility. It 
is in some respects what the Democrats 
would hesitate to make if they had the 
responsibility ; it is a violation of Repub- 
lican principle, shouldered upon a Repub- 
lican body ; it is a mass of incongruities 
put forward upon the plea of correcting 
incongruities, it isa'pieceof patchwork, 
with doubtful clauses and disturbing rates, 
which, if-they should become a law, would 
take months to interpret. 
But, objec- 


tionable as it is, it cannot be disguised 
that there is serious danger of its pas- 
sage. Members who know that it 
wrong, in a business and in a political 
sense, feel that something must be done, 
and that if nothing else can be done, this 
must be swallowed. If the situation can 
be so changed by a new movement against 
the internal taxes that moderate men see 
a different opening, the clouds will lift. 


But in any event a body of staunch and 


fearless men will make an unyielding re- 
sistence to the bill as it stands. 
To- 


night the probabilities balance pretty 
evenly between success and failure, but 
the kaleidoscope changes every day.

society called the "Bucks County Agri- 
cultural Society" was organized in 1819, 
and the first exhibition, we have note of, 
was held in 1824, probably at Newtown, 
inasmuch as Dr. Phineas Jenks, Bnos 
Morris, Thomas Yardley, John Linton 
and J. W. Wynkoop managed it. 
The 


display was small, and the exhibition was 
closed with a plowing match. Exhibi- 
tions were held for several years. 
At 


the fair of 1826, Jeremiah Bailey exhi- 
bited a model of his machine for mowing 
grass and grain—which had been in suc- 
cessful operation in Philadelphia. 
An 


address was delivered by Hon. Samuel D. 
Ingham, at the fair of 1827, and in 1828 
premiums were offered on horses, cattle, 
sheep hogs, etc., and some of the fine 
stock of John Hare Powell, of Philadel- 
phia, was on exhibition. 
At the May 


meeting, 1829, Dr. Phineas Jenks intro^- 
duced a temperance resolution. This 
created trouble; the meeting was ad- 
journed until September, 1832; and it 
was wound up in October following. 
Several years now elapsed before an at- 
tempt was made to organize another so- 
ciety. The 4th of December, 1848, a 
meeting was held at Hough's hotel, 
Newtown, Dr. Pbineas Jenks in the 
chair, and Edward M. Paxon, now of the 
Supreme Court, secretary, when "The 
Bucks _ County 
Agricultural Society," 


which just adjourned sine die, was organ- 
ized. The permanent officers were elected 
in February, 1844, when Samuel D. Ing- 
ham was made president—and the first 
exhibition was held at Newtown, October 
24th, same year. 
Mr. Ingham was 


succeeded by James C. Cornell, and he 
by William Stavely, in 1855. The society 
was incorporated in 1857; and fairs were 
held annually, on the grounds at Newtown, 
until 1872, when $782.08 was awarded in 
premiums. The society did a good work 
in its day.—Democrat.

The offset, or prominence at the base 


of the nock or tlie horse and mule, we 
call (a part at leact of) the thouldor. 
The peculiar formation at 'this point of 
the annual, seems to suggest that here in 
front of the shoulder is the seat, and right 
place fur one of the most important parts 
of all tlie b*rooe» ; a good leather collar, 
properly stuffed and carefully adjusted, 
so as to (it the neck closely at the bides, 
but le.iving plenty of room at the lower 
end, vi that in drawing it will not ho 
likely to choke the animal. Tuc collars 
made nowadays, partly of leather and 
partly of heavy drilling, or canvass, are 
said to be very good, especially for use 
on tender shouldered animals. Sonic 
horses, have 
such prominent shoulder 


blades that it may be necessary to have 
the collar cut away, or sloped in, at that 
point, so as to be easy fitting, nnd to 
ovoid injury to the lender ihoulder blades. 


The hames are a very important part 


of the Bearing , they should fit the collar 
nicely from top to bottom, keeping it 
pressed closely to the sides of tlie neck. 
It has become too common to have the 
hames spread wide apart at the top, thus 
allowing the collar to work back, and 
press upon the shoulder blades. Work- 
ing a liorse with a collar too largo for 


him, 
is not only making him work at a 


great disadvantage to himself, but most 
likely to the owner. And many, no doubt, 
especi.illy young horses, are injured for 
life bj it, and many mado "false" at the 
start. In our carrying a pole, ladder, 
Ac., on our shoulder we like to get it 
well on, up near the neck—not at the 
outer point of the shoulder. 
It might be 


well to bear this in mind when adjusting 
the collar and hamcs. 


Formerly hamcs were made \\ithone 


hole near the top and one at the bottom. 
I thinli tho rulo for making hames is to 
have tlio trace attachments just about 
one-third the distance up from tho bot- 
tom hole to the top hole. This seems to 
bring the draft about right against tho 
shouldi-r. 
Of later times we find h.imes, 


very piopcrly, with three or four holes at 
the upper end , tl-e object of this seems 
to be I D enable us to alter tho hames to 
suit different sued necks. 
But, unfor- 


tunately, tho lower end generally has but 
the one hole 
So that where we find 


people careful enough to alter the strap 
at the top, so as to suit a big neck or a 
litt!e neck, we may find the hamcs too 
long 01 two short, as the case may be, 
for comfortable draft. 
\Vc too often find 


little 01 no attention given to this matter, 
and a liorse with a small neck, or a mule, 
obliged to work in harness suited to a 
largo !mrse with big nock and large col- 
lar and long hamcs ; in this case the 
draft is apt to come too much nt the lower 
point of the shoulder, liable to injure that 
part. 


Horsos and mules worked with good 


collars 
on, especially during 
warm 


weather, should, if possible, have the col- 
lars and all other'harness taken off at 
noon, to allow the shoulders and neck to 
cool of!, and to make a restful change for 
the animal. Where, 
from laziness or 


hurry to get dinner, or other causes, the 
removnl of the collar Jias been neglected, 
and the collar nnd hames are left resting 
on the neck, it often keeps the top of the 
neck in a heat, resulting in a scald and 
bad sore neck, which may be difficult to 
cure, p.irtly owing to the obstinate nature 
of the Mister,, and largely from the fact 
that, with the extreme soreness nnd ten- 
derness, the horse or mule refuses to have 
it projierly treated, and often becomes 
much i xcitcd and unmanageable with it. 
And to "will suffer extremely no doubt 
if obliged to work in this condition. Af- 
ter working a horse through a warm day 
it is well to wash off his shoulders will 
clean, tppUl water.

which, although not so bad as the scald, 
is very annoying; makes the horse rest- 
less, wanting to rub and scratch the parts, 
and will set back in his harness, or move 
forw»rd, as if the motion helps it. 
Un- 


less the blood of the animal is very im- 
pure, I think we seldom find this humor 
showing itself on any other part of the 
body. 


Now conies the ''trotting collar, or 


breast-strap," a clever sort of thing to 
use for very light driving—to a sulky, or 
light one-seated carriage, 
and when 


obliged to use a horse with sore shoulders 
to such a vehicle, provided the breast 
strap does not come in contact with the 
sore. But with the hundreds of them 
that I lave seen in use, I have seen very 
few that I thought properly made; and 
these few appeared to be three and a half 
to five inches wide, and cut awav a little 
in front, so as to clear the horse's wind- 
pipe and throat, and yet wide enough, 
right and left, to do some pulling. But 
none of them I-eounWer suitable for draw- 
ing much of'a load.'^And when I see a 
man wilh a horse with sound shoulders*, 
and one of these narrow breast collars on, 
hitched to a two-seated carriage, with 
thre««r four parsons in, I .wonder if he is 
not a laz\ man. 


Wcoftop SAO a horse with one of these 


breast collars on, sweating very much 


dbtout the Deck and shoulders only, and it 
is fair to < oncludc that it is a very un- 
comfortable rig for him to work in. 
It 


may be too high up against the throat or 
windpipe, or so low as to annoy the horse 
with a fe«<iug of being tripped with the 
strap in front, besides hurting the points 
of the shoulders. 
And yet we see him 


making gi eat effort to do what is required 
of him. 


In conclusion, I would say where a col- 


lar is needed, whether for draft or ordi- 
nary light driving over hills or heavy 
roads, let us have a good, easy-fitting, 
leather collar.

Pni.ss KOOM.—We looked into the press- 
room of one of Boston's large printing 
cstablishn cnts this week 
The foreman 


was furious and the proprietor sorrowful. 
Frictional electricity in the printed sheets 
of paper a > they left the presses was the 
immccliaU cause of the trouble 
It is an 


interesting and not uncommon-phenome- 
non, and is not easily explained or con- 
trolled. Jt has puz/.lecl i'rofs. Well and 
Wndtnan, and the best electricians we 
have abotT hcie. The packing upon the 
press cyliiider seems to act as an inductor, 
and the paper loaves tho press thoroughly 
electrified 
We watched a press running 


off 1,700 per hour. Suddenly the printed 
Bheel olun^ nbout the cylinder as though 
pasted upon it, and had to be torn off in 
strips. 
Again, v,e lifted a few 
freshly 


printed l.-uves, and they ripped and 
crackled I ke the stitches in au old coat. 
Then we saw a lot of cardboard being print- 
ed. The sheets stuck together as solid as a 
brick, and could not be separated until 
the electricity had partly passed off. 
A 


piece of printers' brass rule placed in 
this pile of cardboard, with an end pro- 
jecting, tlirew off sparks when approached 
within an inch by another piece of rule. 
Two sheols sucked together when held 
fourteen inches apart. 
Wet rags placed 


around the delivery table and led into a 
bucket of water charged the water with 
electricity in forty minutes so that a 
positive sliock was felt upon n hand beine 
immersed in tlie pail. Electrical currents 
were felt 
handling 


n the hinds and anus

pile of papers eight minutes 


after bein^ printed. The bother to tlio 
printer is i considerable one. 
In cntnils 


incomenic nee and a serious loss.

Many and curious have been the fash-

Yet 
there have been strange fancies in the 
arrangement ol the hair of man. It has 
been powdered, frizzed, curled With hot 
irons, tied up in a knot behind or on 
top, worn short or worn long, and some- 
times surmounted by hideous" and volu- 
minous wigs. 
Woman's hair is suscepti- 


ble of fifty times the variety of methods 
that can be praetised on the compara- 
tively short and stumpy locks of man. 
Consequently the

hair change more frequently, and are 
more astounding as they come and go. 


Nature has given woman a forehead, 


which is one of her chief adornments 
The Flathead Indians think the forehead 
a mistake, and mash it out of all decent 
shape by pressing the beads of their in- 
fants between cruel boards.

It is comfortable to know that the 
fashions change, and that theie is reason 
foi hoping that the graceless and clumsy 
"bang" will sonic day go out of fashion.

WAGNER'S "PARSIFAL." 


His thought has never been so profound, 


Jus music never so divine, as in this last 
drama. 
With a versatility and freshness 


almost inconcievable in a man of seventy, 
he has tuned his music to an entirely new 
mood. 
The passionate, exciting, some- 


times sensuous, sometimes wild, though 
always magnificent, strains that were ap- 
propriate to such themes Tristian and 
Tdilriliauser, the 
earthlier grace and 


purity which matched with the ideas of 
Lohenyrvn, have given away to music 
which is rapt and religious in spirit from 
end to end. Even the music of the sec- 
ond 
act does not disturb 
the 
im- 


pression, but serves merely as a foil fo 
the more important phases of the work. 
The songs of the flower-maidens—are not 
as has so often been affirmed by those who 
did not hear them—sensuous in n o id, 
but playful, delicate, and dainty. 
Even 


Kundry's temptation music is weird and 
powerful rather than sensuous in effect. 
This is not the place—even if there were 
space to spare—in which to give an an- 
alysis of the strictly musical features of 
this great drama. 
Be it only said that 


in its elaboration Wagner has carried out 
with more perfect skill and fullness than 
ever before his theory with regard to 
Leilmotiven, "leading motives," which 
illustrate and explain, by their recurrence 
and their constant variations, the nature 
of his characters, and the ideas which lie 
behind their words or find expression in 
their silent actions. Every line of the 
score is so instinct with subtle meaning 
that many hearings and long study would 
not reveal them all. But the absolute 
beauty of the music does not depend upon 
their being completely apprehended. 
It 


becomes, of course, both more beautiful 
and more impressive when fully under- 
stood in its least note and inflection. 
But it has an outer, quite complete, and 
radiant charm even for a - non-musical 
hearer, who may not be able to follow a 
single Letimotive, or understand a single 
symbolic chord. 


If I were asked to cite the most 


beautiful musical compositions I had 
evar heard, paying no _regard to their 
meanings as possibly connected with the 
drama, one of the first would surely be 
the great choral scene in the first act of 
Panifal 
Needless to say, therefore, 


that in connection with its dramatic 
meaning it becomes one of the grandest 
of musical creations. 
Prom the nature 


of the subject no parts of the Parsifal 
music are as striking, as emotionally 
exciting, as some passages in Wagner's 
other works. But there is more of pure 
and delicate beauty in this than in any 
other. 
From the first notes of the ex- 


quisite introduction, through the dainty 
choruses of tlie flower-girls, (he splendid 
harmonies of the feast scenes, and the 
pastoral charm of the "Good-Friday mu- 
sic" in the third act, to the last rich 
notes as the curtain closes, there are a 
hundred passages which might be cited to 
refute tlie old accusation of the ignorant, 
tint whatever Wagner may do, he can 
not write "beautiful music."—M. G.

The Phoenix Park, the scene of the
